Republicans ‘vho have been seeking the 
post at Monrovia for Dr. T. T. Wen- 
dell, a Negro physician in Lexington 
and outstanding Mason of his race in 
the Bluegrass, the President plans fo 
create a new job, that of Assistant 
Commissioner of Education. The of- 
fice would go to a Negro educator and 
his duties would be to further studies 
for the educational advancement of 
his race. Mr. Hoover and Secretary of 


-the Interior Wilbur are agreed there ts 


a broad field of helpfulness there. E 

The removal of Walter Cohen from 
the political equation in Louisian3 
probably will attract greater notice 
than the delegation of a Negro as As- 
sistant Commissioner of Education 
when the formal announcements are 
made. 

There is no litt’e significance inthe 
shipment of Walter Cohen to the Ivory 
Coast. 4 

In its simpler analysis the appoint- 
ment :neans that Mr. Hoover has 
evolved an ingenious solution of a 
tough problem. He is able to give im- 
petus to the “lily white” movement 
without offering offense to the “black 
and tans.” 

The Louisiana Negro with the Jewish 
name has lost a lot of his power in 
Louisiana Republicanism but he pos- 
sesses strength for. more trouble- 
making than Mr. Hoover relishes. 


NOMINATION CAUSED ROW 


President Coolidge nominated Cohen 
to be Collector at New Orleans and pre- 
cipitated a merry row. Senators Rans- 
dell and Broussard, Democrats, held up 
the confirmation. They were not ac- 
tive in the battle against Cohen. It 
was a Republican quarrel. 

The “lily whites,” led by Emile 
Kuntz, the white National Committee- 
man for Louisiana, beat the cane 
brakes for evidence against Cohen. 
Hearings were held here. ‘The Senate 
debated behind closed do-¥s. There was 
nothing worthy of dignify~ as a seri- 
ous charge when the whole thing was 
beiled down. The only real issue 
against Cohen was that he was @ 
Negro, and the “lily whites’ did not 
wish to have him as the income tax 
collector for the hot blooded residents 
of the Crescent City. 

Cohen was confirmed. 

In the bargaining for delegates to 
the Republican National Convention of 
1928, National Committeeman Kuntz 
made a running leap and landed on 
the Hoover band wagon early in the 
proceedings. That left Cohen but .one 
thing to do. He jojned out with the 
straggling army of Frank O. Lowden of 
Ilinois. 

Cohen took his “black and tan” dele- 
gation up to Kansas City. The Hoover- 
controlled Credentials: _ Committee 
promptly bounced his followers out on 
their ears Walter escaped the Hoover 
boot. Beaten, he commanded sufficient 
respect to be seated as a delegate, al- 
‘though his followers failed to get any 
badges. All the legality was on the 
side of the Kuntz delegation, yet 
Walter landed in the-Louisiana seats. . 

With Ernest Lee Jahncke of New 
Orleans in the “Little Cabinet” as As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy, Mr. 
Hoover.has given a new “respectability” 
to the Republican Party in the Creole 
State, to quote the “lily whites.” Com- 
mitteeman Kuntz’s job was far frqgm 


complete so long as Cohen remained 


enshrined in the Federal Building. It 


would not do to essay any more “bum’s 
rush” tactics on Walter. 

There was Liberia. 

Walter would do well at Monrovia. 
Africa is far away enough to keep him 
from getting into trouble in Louisiana 
politics. Jahncke and Kuntz might 
work out something down there, espe- 
cially with a tariff fight coming on 
and the two Democratic Senators 
swallowing all the monstrosities of the 
Hawley-Smoot concoction in order to 
gain a prohibitive duty for such Louis- 
jana cane.’sugar as the bug pests 
haven't eaten. 

The difficulty about Liberia was that 
the Kentucky Republicans had worn 
out the knocker on the White House 
door demanding payment in kind for 
that Hoover victory in the Bluegrass 
last November. Congressman Jonn 
Robsion and Sénator Fred Sackett kept 
chanting 176,994 in the Presidential 
ear until Mr. Hoover began to cafl on 
Dr. Boone for large doses of sweet oil. 

When Robsion demanded the Com- 
inissionership of Internal Revenue, Mr. 
Hoover contended Secretary Mellon 
had a man picked for that place. 

“If 1 name your man Lucas I’m 
likely to get the resignation of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury,” the President 
was quoted as having said. 

“You can get another Secretary of 
the Treasury but if you throw Ken- 
tucky down on patronage you may 
never get the State again,” the Ken- 
tucky mountaineer is held to have re- 
plied. 

Robsion’s man, “Bob” Lucas was 
named. Mr. Mellon remains in the 
Cabinet. 

The smell of powder gave the Ken- 
tuckians the urge to further conquest. 
Disappointed in not having placed Mrs. 
Alvin T. Hert as the first woman in 
a Cabinet they demanded recognition 
for the Negroes of Kentucky. 

Monrovia’ beckoned. The death of 
Minister ,William T. Francis put the 
President in a hole. The vacancy was 
there. The Bluegrass Republicans kept 
on dinning “one seven six thousand 
nine nine four” into the Hoover ear 
until it became almost as depressing 
as that infernal off-stage tom-tom in 
O'Neill's “Emperor Jones.” : 

However, a Walter Cohen in the le- 
gation at Monrovia was a safer political 
prospect than a Walter Cohen in the 
Federal building at New Orleans, in 
the development of a “lily white” Re- 
publicanism in Dixie. As: happens usu- 
ally in the Hoover organization, some 
one had an inspiration. 


The Kentucky Republicans were in- 
vited to pick a Negro educator in the 
Bluegrass who could command the 
respect of his race in that place. athe 
Kentuckians agreed. 

The way to Liberia was wide open 
for Walter Cohen. 

An announcement of some sort em- 
bodying this Presidential strategy may 
be expected shortly. ~~ 

There is every reason to believe all 
concerned ought to be happy. 

Walter Cohen is too good a soldier 
to harbor any resentment‘against be- 
ing kicked up the stairs. 

Jahncke and Kuntz will breathe 
more freely and have.a. chance to see 
what they can do about converting 
Louisiana to Republicanism or at least 
Hooverism. 7 

The Kentucky Republicans are mollt- 
fied. Dr. Wendell down in Lexington

The debate on the American debt 
question iff the French Parliament 
saw what is perhaps a record for long 
speaking, when M. Poincare, the 
Premier, held forth for three can- 
secutive. days of about eight hours 
each. Prior to this he had made an 
expose of the financial situation to 
the Finance Committee which lasted 
a solid five days. While on the ros- 
trum, an usher brought the Premier 
a glass of water every 10 minutes; 
that is to say, he refreshed the 
water about six times per hour. But 
M. Poincare never touched a drop of 
it. After he got through with his 
speech, some friend asked if he would 
perhaps prefer wine on such occas- 
sions or even something a little 
stronger. But M. Poincare declared 
that he never had felt thirsty all his 
life while talking himself. “But I 
do become thirsty,” he said, “when I 
hear others talk. Yet nobody thinks 
of ever carrying me a little water on 
such moments.” ‘Water, Mr. Pre- 
mier?” “Oh, yes, it doesn’t make much 
-difference,” he replied. “Makes little 
difference?” ask the French papers. 
“What does he mean?” “To speak

Gorki’s 
Debut 

In connection with Maxim Gorki's 
visit to Russia, one of the friends of 
his vagabond youth writes a series 
of reminiscences in the Izvestia. He 
started out as a snow shoveler on the 


railway tracks in Tiflis, writes this 
friend. ‘Work of that kind is most 
conducive to meditation and philo- 
sophical contemplation,” he goes on, 
“put Gorki did not benefit a great 
deal by it.” He chucked up the job 
and started to roam. He wanted to 
meet people, It did not matter that 
he hadn't a nickel in his jeans 
for many months. He begged when 
necessary or else performed.a day's 
work bere and there on a farm, in 
the well-known manner of the foot- 
loose and free gentlemen of the road, 
whom we know in America as hoboes. 
He slept in the lowest taverns, mid 
filthy beggars or peasants on some 
pilgrimage or-going to a distant mar- 
ket, At nights in the lugubriov.s 
stables and barnyards he heard te 
peasants spin their yarns and awh 
up their weird legends and super- 
stitions. This sort of life suited 
the man who was later to become 
the greatest story teller of modern 
times. In ‘the years that followed 
Gorki made several attempts to set- 
tle down and live a bourgeois life, 
but each time thé lure of the road 
came over him and he started off 
again on his aimless rampages. In 
one place where he worked as a 
baker for two months he gathered 
some young people about him for 
debating literature and social philos- 
ophy. The Czarist police got wise 
te the clandestine meetings and ar- 
rested Gorki and banished him to 
Siberia. He had been free a long 
time, however, when the revolution 
of 1917 broke out; but his wandering 
instinet never quite deserted him 
and the thing that he regretted 
most when in Moscow recently was 
that he could: not, for reasons of 
health, start on ancther cross-coun- 
try tramp of the Muscovite domains.

The public applauds all 
those who condemn the massacres of 
the time when all mankind seemed 
to have lost its good sense. If we 
are to have a contest as to who wrote 
the most interesting book, that is 
to say, who succeeded best in brand- 
ing war aS a gruesome barbarism. 
there ought to be nothing against it. 
Such contests, if one comes to think 
of it, are rather comforting. '

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Sunstroke and 
Prostration 


UNSTROKE and heat prostration 
5 are two different ailments and yet 
one is often mistaken for the 


other, although the symptems are not. 
at all alike. 

In sunstroke the skin Is moist and 
cften quite cool, breathing is rapia, 
there ts little fever and the tempera- 
ture may even be sub-normal. A 
vere headache often is a warning 
sunstroke. 

Heat prostration comes on sudarnly 
(sometimes at night). a slight nausea 
often being the only warning. . The 
skin is¢flushed and hot. breath short, 
pulse may be feeble or rapid and there 
may be high fever. 

In either case a physician shoula be 
summoned without delay. Followsng 
are a few causes of heat exhaustion— 
the wise person will avoid them: 

Violent exercise. 

Overeating or overtaxing the diges- 
tive system by eating foods difficult to 
digest. 

Indulging in iced drinks and not 
drinking sufficient pure cold (not iced) 
water. 

Failing to keep the blood and body 
surface cool by tub baths and spunge, 
shower and plunge baths. 

Wearing tight and heavy clothing, 

Exposure to the sun instead o! se- 
Jecting shady spots for walkirg or out- 
door recreations. 

Failing to relax and rest propertly.
